THE new tteamer Peria, the largest and, we 


presume, tht safest ocean steamer now afloat, 
by her late voyage to tbis country, has demon- 
strated one fact of the profoitndest scientific 
and commercial interest. 
Our renders are 


aware that her hull is built of iron. The great 
obstacle to the use of such steamers to the 
ocean navigation has always been to neutralize 
the influence of such a mass of iron upon tbe 
coinpnsa. \Ve incline to think this difficulty 
has been not a little exaggerated, though it has 
undoubtedly been a grave one. Tbe variation 
of the Persia's compasses during the_ whole 
voyage, H» we learn from Captain Judkins him- 
self, did not exceed three degrees, which is at 
least one decree less than the average variation 
in wooden vessels. 


The Persia is provided with a compass ele- 


vated some forty feet trom her upper deck, to 
be used in regulating tho compass below, ii 
necessary; but tho Captain informs us that it 
was entirely superfluous, and that when he re 
ti.rni to Liverpool, he shall propose to have 
both it and the mizzen-mitst, which supports it, 
removed. 
We should add that tbe abberations 


to which tho dock compasses are liable, nro 


by a combination of magnets, pat- 
lir. Gray, of Liverpool, and which 


captain thinks perfectly reliable, and all- 


sufficient. 
It is not certain that another steam- 


er, though built by the same architect, will 
have so little influence upon the compnegasthe 
Persia, or even that she will continue to carry 
hera so nearly in equilibrium another voyage; 
but tliin invention with which she is supplied, 
the captain neems to think, makes it a matter 
of comparative indifference to him whether 
she does or not. 


The experience of the Persia will be likely 


to give a new impulse to the manufacture of 
iron vessels in the United States, nnd create a 
new demand for iron, scarcely less consider- 
able than tlmt for railways. And the dis- 
covery is most timely. As our forest timber 
grows more icnrce ou the seaboard, railways 
are making iron more abundant; and it will be 
a relief to those who have been worrying 
themselves, lest our supplies of ship timber 
would give out and leave us nothing to replace 
and add to our ocean bottoms, to know that we 
have enough of the best ship timber in the 
world, in more than a dozeti States of the 
Union, to provide for tho commerce of tbe 
earth fora thousand years.—N. Y. Eve.
